Face to Face with Pet Aversion,

Rarely has a minister been placod in such
a contemptible position as Mr. Chamberinin
is now in, yet, although his colleagies are
fully consclous of his perllous methods, they
fear him personally. He will tolerate no |
interference and Is fipmly convinced that
the hatred he excites abroad Is a tribute
to his greatness,
